Automobile Accideots. 


OHIO DEATH RATE INCREASING 


Report 
of Chief of Bureau of Vital 
Statistics Shows That More Than 
1,000 Persons Were Killed by M a ­ 
chines In 1923, While Scores 
Per­ 
ished When Struck by Trains or 
Streetcars- —Chart Prepared. 


Columbus, March 31.—The 
report 
of I. C. Plummer, ichief of the bureau 
of vital statistics of the ©late health 
departm ent, » hows that the death rate 
from 
automobile 
accidents at the 
close of’1923 was 3.8 per cent greater 
per 100,000 population than for 1922. 
The report revealed that 1,078 per- 
©ona 
were 
k illed 
by 
autorrmbiles 
alone, while 107 
othere were k illed 
when struck by trains or streetcars 
while riding in automobiles. 
Of the 88 counties in the state only 
» even did not report deaths from au­ 
tomobiles. 
They were Carroll, Mon­ 
roe, Morgan, Paulding, 
Union, Van 
Went and Vinton. 
Twenty-nine other 
counties rej>orted a higher death rate 
-than the average far the state. Guya- 
hog a county reported 
the 
greatest 
oum ber of fatalities with 215 hilled in 
1923. as compared to 162 in 1922; a 
death rate of 20.2 per cent for 1922. 
Hamilton county was ©ocond with 109 
k illed in 1923, a death rate of 21.5. 
Eighty-six were 
k illed 
in 
1922 
in 
Hamilton county in 
auto 
mishaps. 
Lucas county reported the third hi gh­ 
ost number of death, with 65 fatali­ 
ties in 1923, as compared with 59 in 
1932. 
Frank lin 
county reported 67 
faitalfctiee as against 52 for 1922, or 
21.4 per 100,000 population. 
The Ohio Public J•ealth association 
has prepared a chart based on the 
data compiled by Mr. Phimimer for 
distribution through health organiza­ 
tions in the state. 
The chart ©hows 
an increase of 11 per cent in number 
of automobiles and 29 per cent in­ 
crease in the number of fatalities. 
In 
a bulletin the health association » ays: 
“The appalling 
waste 
of human 
lives can not 
be ex cused 
on 
the 
grounds of increased use of automo­ 
biles. 
Higher m ortality from auto­ 
mobile accidents have been a factor 
In increasing the general death rate 
of Ohio during the past year. 
If a 
controllable disease were causing ati 
increase in the death rate equal to the 
automobile 
death 
rate 
quarantine 
■would be 
resorted to and radical 
m easures tak en to safeguard human 
lives. 
This may not be a health func­ 
tion, but the health agency is at leaet 
justified in calling attention to the 
•problem.” 
Voluntary health agencies are be­ 
ing urged to co-operate with public 
authorities and civic bodies in safety 
campaign*? and any other measures 
designed to curb such accidents. 


DOCTOR BAriER DEAD 


Superintendent of Anti- Saloon League 
Passes Aw ay at His Home. 
CoLumbus, March 31.—Death claim ­ 
ed Rev. Dr. Parley A. Pak er, 66, gen­ 
eral superintendent of the Anti-Sa­ 
loon League of America, at his home 
in Westerville, this county, Sunday 
evening. 
His demise was attributed 
to a complication of ailments from 
•which 
he 
had 
been 
suffering 
for 
m onths. 
His illness forced his resig­ 
nation several week s ago. 
Dr. Rak er formerly was pastor of 
the Third Street M ethodist Episcopal 
church here. 
He was appointed su­ 
perintendent of the ('leveland district 
of the Ohio AntirSaloon 
league 
in 
1896 and the nex t year was promoted 
to the state superin tendency, with 
headquarters in CoTuinbu» . 
In 1903 
he was elected general superintend­ 
ent 
of 
the Anti-Saloon League of 
America, and has been re-elected bi­ 
ennially ever since. 
In 1919, upon 
the formation of the World 'League

The revenue bill, an passed by the 
house, will bring about a treasury 
deficit, according to Senator Smoot, 
chairman of the senate finance tom- 
mittee. 
The senator declared th*i*s will have 
to be remedied through raising the 
miacellaneouss and ex cise tax rates, 
many of which were repealed or re­ 
duced by the house. 
The committee has agreed to the 
repeal of the 10 per cent

u.x on tick ets selling for 50, cents or 
as voted by the house, and ap­ 
proved with some modification« the 
proposevi board of tax appeals. 
The 
admission tax to theaters and enter­ 
tainments was the first of the rate 
schedules in the revenue bill, aside 
from the income tax , tak en up by the 
commission. 
The proposed reduction

The committee received some addi­ 
tional data from the army and navy 
regarding the number of veteran» en­ 
titled to the bonus in an effort to de­

Representative Frear (Rep., Wis.) 
attack ed the estim ates of Chairman 
Smoot, both on the revenue and sol­ 
dier bonus bills, on the floor of the 
house.

OHIO DEATH RATE INCREASING 


Report of Chief of Bureau of Vital 


Statistics Shows That More Than 


1,000 Persons Were Killed by Ma­ 
chines In 1923, While Scores Per­ 


ished 
When Struck by Trains or 
Streetcars— Chart Prepared. 


Columbus, March 31.—The 
report 
t>f I. C. Plummier, ohikif of the bureau 
of vital statistics of the state health 
departm ent, allows th at the death rate 
from 
automobile 
accidents at the 
close o f 1923 was 3.8 per cent greater 
per I OO,OOO population than for 1922. 
The report revealed'th at 1,078 per­ 
sona 
were 
killed 
by 
automobiles 
alone, while K>7 
others were killed 
when struck by trains or streetcars 
white riding in automobiles. 
Of the 88 counties in the state only 
seven did not report deaths from au­ 
tomobiles. 
They were Carroll, Mon­ 
roe, Morgan, Paulding, 
Union, Van 
Went and Vinton. 
Twenty-nine other 
counties reported a higher death rate 
th a n the average for the state. Cuya­ 
hoga county reported 
the 
greatest 
number of fatalities with 215 killed in 
1923, as compared to 162 in 1922; a 
death rate of 20.2 per cent for 1922. 
Hamilton county was second with 109 
Jellied In 1923, a death rate of 21.5.

Lucas county reported the third high­ 
est number of death, with 65 fatali­ 
ties in 1923, as compared with 59 in

The Ohio Public J*ealth association 
has prepared a chart based on the 
data compiled by Mr. Phi mimer for 
distribution through health organisa­ 
tions in the state. 
The chart fellows 
a n increase of ll per cent in number 
of automobiles and 29 per cent in­ 
crease in the number of fatalities. In 
a bulletin the health association says: 
“The appalling 
waste of human 
liven can not be excused on 
the 
grounds of increased use of automo­ 
biles. 
Higher m ortality from auto­ 
mobile accidents have been a factor 
4n increasing the general death rate 
of Ohio during the past year. 
If a 
controllable disease were causing an 
increase in the death rate equal to the 
automobile 
death 
rate 
quarantine 
would be 
resorted to and radical 
m easures taken to safeguard human 
lives. This may not be a health func­ 
tion, but the health agency is at leafet 
justified in catling attention to the 
•problem.” 
Voluntary health agencies are be­ 
ing urged to co-operate with public 
authorities and civic bodies in safety 
campaigns and any other measures 
designed to curb such accidents.

a storm In July, 1776, that he might 
vote in the affirmative on the adoption 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
news having reached him that there 
was a spilt In the delegation.

Rodney arose from a bed of pain and 
dashed 80 miles to Philadelphia, in 
time to vote and save his state the 
humiliation of disapproving the Decla­ 
ration. 
He reached his chair in eon 
gress as the roil was being called. Vot­ 
ing ■‘Yes," he then sank fainting in bb 
seat. 
Besides being high sheriff of Ken* 
county and Judge of all the lower 
courts of the province of Delaware. 
Rodney came into prominence as a 
statesman. 
He was a delegate to tho 
stamp aet congress held In New Yorl 
in 1765, and as speaker #of that body 
ens largely instrumental in bringing 
about the first Continental congress. 
in 1775, after the second session of 
the congress at Philadelphia, he Jour* 
neyed through his native province sow­ 
ing the seed of independence, and w as 
appointed a brigadier-general in the 
array under Washington at the be­ 
aming of the Revolution. As com­ 
mander of the Delaware militia he 
rendered valuable service, for which 
tie w?as made a inajor-general In 1777. 
In this year also he was made presi­ 
dent of the state of Delaware, from 
which office he retired in 1782.—De­ 
troit News.
